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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 1 and 20 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the clalm(s) in independent fomn. Base 
independent claim 1 recites a holding element. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The phrase "wherein the molded body... Into a molding tool" (cl 1, Ins 2-3) is 
confusing because it is idiomatically incorrect. 

The phrase " fornied on then partially" (cl 1 , In 20) is indefinite because it is 
idiomatically incorrect. 

Claims 4-20 are indefinite because it contains indefinite "preferably" phrases that 
make the metes and bounds of the claim unascertainable. 

Correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
fonn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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4. Claims 1,12,18.19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Amano (USPN 496341 3). Amano teaches the claimed process as 
evidenced at col 1 , Ins 1 5-61 ; and figs 4-5. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2,3,4,5,6,7,8,9,10,1 1,13,14,15,16,and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Amano (USPN 4963413). The above teachings of 
Amano are incorporated hereinafter. In regard to claim 2, Amano teaches using an 
adhesive but does not teach using it in tape form. Adhesive tapes are well-known in the 
molding art for Its ease of use. Thus, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to use the adhesive of Amano in tape fomi 
in order to facilitate its application to the glass plate. In regard to claim 3, such is taught 
by Amano (col 1, Ins 15-61; and figs 4-5). In regard to claims 4-8 and 13-17, the use of 
specific material is a mere obvious matter of choice dependent on the desired final 
product and of little patentable consequence to the claimed process since it is not a 
manipulative feature or step of the claimed process. Further, the claimed materials are 
well-known in the molding art. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to use the claimed materials in the process 
of Amano in order to form a glass plate having good sealing and holding properties. In

5).
